In      introducing^^rTsidTfrrt 
Hammond,     Dr.     Donald     Maley, 


Professor  at  the  University  of 
Maryland  stated:  "One  of  the  areas 
in  which  President  Hammond  has 
demonstrated  outstanding 
leadership  is  in  the  field  of  teacher 
education,  as  a  professor  as  well  as 
an  administrator  of  one  of  the 
outstanding  teacher  education 
programs  in  the  country.  President 
Hammond  has  served  with 
distinction  on  most  of  the  top-level

GEOGRAPHY 
FIELD  TRIP 

Fifteen  Fitchburg  State  College 
students,  most  of  them  geography 
majors,  participated  in  an  unofficial 

field   trip   the  first   three   days  of 
spring     vacation.     The     trip     was 
sponsored     arid     directed     by 
professors  Barbato  and  Champlin  of 
the    geography    department.    The 
first   stop   was  the  Manomet  Bird 
Observatory      in      Manomet, 
Massachusetts    where    the     group 
heard  Mrs.  Kathleen  Anderson,  the 
observatory's     director     and 
ornithologist,  discuss  the  nature  of 
the  banding  work  at  Manomet.  She 
indicated  that  because  of  their  high 
metabloic     rate,    birds    are    good 
environmental    monitors   and   that 
when  problems  begin  to  appear  in 
bird   populations,   man  had  better 
take  notice.  She  also  discussed  the 
geographic     aspects     of     bird 
migrations,     noting     that     young 
birds    tend  to   migrate  southward 
along  the  coastal  flyways  while  the 
mature  birds  follow  inland  routes. 
Mrs.     Cindy     Youngstrom    then 
provided  the  group  with  an  actual 
banding     demonstration     while 
noting     how     much     detailed 
information  (i.  e.  fat  content,  skull 
ossification,     parasites,     etc.}      is 
actually    recorded    and    sent   to   a 
central  computer  in  Washington,  D. 
C.    Dr.    Lloyd    Evans,   a    biologist, 
discussed    his    research   with    bird 
molting     patterns.     Finally,     Dr. 
Kenneth  Youngstrom,  a  physicist, 
explained  Manomet's  radionucleide 
monitoring     program.     Since    the 
Pilgrim     Power     Station     (Boston 
Edison's    new    nuclear    generating 
plant)   is  only  two  miles  north  of 
the  bird  observatocy,  studies  were 
being  carried  out  to  determine  not 
only    background    radiation    levels

Adult  Education 


On  Thursday,  April  5,  1973  the 
FSC  Band  performed  at  Salem 
State  College  in  a  three-way  Band 
Exchange  Festival.  Participating  in 
the  event  were  the  FSC,  Salem 
State     and     Merrimack     College 

Bands.  After  a  rather  extensive 
rehearsal,  the  three  bands  dined  at 
the  Salem  State  Student  Union 
together  and  then  prepared  for  the 
concert. 

First  up  was  the  FSC  Band 
conducted  by  Frank  Patterson. 
They  performed  the  exciting 
"Amparito  Roca"  by  Texadore, 
Excerpts  from  Brahms,  "Symphony 
No.  3",  the  tunefall  "On  The  Trail" 
from  the  "Grand  Canyon  Suite"  of 
Grofe  and  ended  with  the  rousing 
"Fantasy  On  American  Sailing 
Songs"  written  by  Clare  Grundman. 

Next  was  the  Merrimack  College 
Band,  directed  by  Richard  Milgram. 
Their  portion  of  the  program 
consisted  of  one  major  work:  the 
Band  classic,  "English  Folk  Song 
Suite"  by  Ralph  Vaughan  • 
Williams.  In  three  sections,  the 
Suite  consists  of  a  collection  of 
British  .folk  music.  Jt  was 
beautifully  performed  by  a  small 
but  well-balanced  ensemble. 

Last  to  perform  of  the  individual 
bands  was  the  Salem  State  group 
conducted  by  John  Finnegan.  Their 
opening  selection  was  a  "Concerto 
Grosso"  by  Vivaldi,  this  was 
followed  by  a  collection  of  popular 
songs  entitled,  "The  Sounds  of 
Simon  &  Garfunkel",  based  on  the 
works  rrf  ;iie  well-known  duo. 
Coi'cni  concluded  their  session  with 
a  stirring  performance  of  the 
"Dixieland  Concerto"  for  band  and 
jazz  group  that  featured  many 
familiar  "Dixie"  tunes. 

Amid  a  spirit  of  friendly  rivalry, 
the  three  bands  fused  together  for  a 
really  powerful  climax.  The  Salem 
Auditorium  stage  was  completely 
covered  with  wall-to-wall  musicians. 
Some   1 20  performers  participated 


in  the  grand  finale.  The  combined 
numbers  began  with  Mr.  Milgram  of 
Merrimack  conducting  the  Hoist 
"Suite  in  F  for  Military  Band."  The 
work  is  in  four  movements  and 
features  the  incorporation  of  the 
song  "Greensleeves"  into  the  post 
movement. 

The  combined  groups,  now 
conducted  by  Mr.  Patterson, 
performed  "Reflective  Mood"  by 
Nestico.  This  composition  featured 
a  Baritone  Horn  Solo  by  FSC 
Junior,  Gary  Gilchrest.  Gilchrest 
has  previously  performed  this  work 
with  the  FSC  Band  on  their  recent 
tour  of  Europe.  He  performed  the 
piece  with  polish  and  ease,  much  to 
the  appreciation  of  the  audience 
and  the  other  musicians  who  also 
applauded  his  efforts. 

Mr.  Finnegan  of  Salem  State 
concluded  the  festivities  with  the 
slam-bang  Finale  from  the  "New 
World  Symphony"  by  Dvorak.  The 
thundering  sound  of  the  huge  group 
merrited  an  encore,  this  was 
provided  by  the  performance  of 
Henry  Fillmore's  march, 
"Americans  We,"  giving  a  stirring 
ending  to  aJTineperformance  by  all 
of  the  bands. 

A  reception  was  held  after  the 
concert  where  the  groups  were 
served  refreshments  and  had  an 
opportunity  to  relax  after  a 
tremendous  performance. 

This  Intercollegiate  Band  Festival 
will  be  performed  again  at 
Merrimack  College  in  North 
Andover,  Mass.  on  Thursday,  May  3 
at  8:00  p.m.  in  the  college 
auditorium.  FSC  students  are 
welcome  and  there  is  no  admission 
charge. 

On  Saturday,  April  14  the  FSC 
Band  will  leave  on  a  three-day  tour 
of  Montreal,  Province  of  Quebec, 
Canada.  They  will  be  performing  a 
concert  at  the  Residance  Maison 
Nuva,  a  theatre  in  Montreal  and  will 
take  a  tour  of  the  city  on  Sunday, 
returning    to    FSC    late    Monday

present  in  the  local  bird  population, 
but  also  any  changes  that  might 
occur  due  to  the  new  reactor. 

From  Manomet,  we  proceeded  to 
our  home  base,  a  cottage  in  West 
Dennis,  Massachusetts.  From  there, 
on  a  rainy  Saturday  morning,  we 
traveled  to  Nauset  Beach  where  a 
problem  concerning  the  formation 
of  outer  Cape  Cud  was  presented  to 
the  group.  For  the  remainder  of  the 
day,  sites  at  Pilgrim  Heights,  Cape 
Cod  Light,  Marconi  Station,  Gull 
Pond  and  the  Little  Pamet  River 
were  visited.  Each  location 
presented  a  bit  of  evidence  useful  in 
solving  theproblem.  Eventually,  a 
wet,  tired  group  pieced  together  the 
solution  and  we  returned  to  our 
cottage  about  5:00  p.m. 

Sunday  greeted  us  with  40  mile 
per  hour  winds,  temperatures  in  the 
low  forty's  and  occassional  heavy 
snow  squalls.  We  did  manage  to 
study  the  four  distinct  ecosystems 
in  the  White  Cedar  Swamp  section 
of  the  National  Seashore  but  had  to 
cancel  the  field  mapping  and 
longshore  current  studies  due  to  the 
weather. 

All  things  considered,  it  was 
indeed  a  rewarding  field  experience. 


Having  been  affiliated  with  the 
geography  Department  since  1970,  I 
can  honestly  say  tiiat  the 
improvements  which  have  occurred 
since  last  September  are  certainly 
worth  noting.  Professors  Barbato, 
Champlin  and  Clere  (and  Mrs.  Kent 
part-time)  have  not  only  improved 
the  departmental  course  offerings 
but  also  have  instituted  field  work 
as  part  of  our  learning  experiences. 
They  are  also  in  the  process  of 
establishing  an  earth  science  degree 
(pending  trustee  approval}  to 
compliment  the  B.  A.,  B.  S.  and  B. 
S.  in  Ed.  they  already  offer.  In 
terms  of  morale,  the  openness  and 
tireless  guidance  which  they  have 
offered  should  not  go 
unmentioned.

rewarding  experience.

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Commuter  parking 


We,  the  students  at  Fitchburg 
State  College,  propose  the 
following  bill  to  ease  theparking 
problems  at  the  college. 

The  problems  of  parking  at 
Fitchburg  State  College  are  stated 
below: 

1 .  Not  enough  parking  areas. 

2.  Not  enough  money  from  the 
state  to  build  or  buy  land. 

3.  Buses  running  from  the  Civic 
Center  to  the  college  creates  a 
problem. 

4.  Kids  are  not  willing  to  pay  for 
the  bus  line  and  parking. 

The  proposals  to  help  solve  the 
parking  problem  at  Fitchburg  State 
College  are  as  follows: 

1.  Propose  a  garage  costing 
S75.00  -  100.00  per  person  a  year 
to  park  their  car. 

2.  Obtain  land  through  the  state  -• 
find  land  to  purchase  and  obtain 
the  money  from  the  state. 

3.  Try  to  buy  houses  in  the 
surrounding  area  to  make  parking 
lots. 

4.  Use  Civic  Center  as  a  parking 
area  with  a  bus  running  every  1/2 
hour. 

5.  Use  a  parking  lot  at  McKay 
Campus  School  (will  fit  72  cars). 


6.  Swap  the  playground  with  the 
last  spot  on  North  Street  because 
few  people  use  the  third  parking 
lot. 

7.  Let  the  students  park 
downtown  for  nothing  and  have  a 
bus  every  ten  or  fifteen  minutes 
circling  from  school  to  downtown. 

We,  the  students,  feel  that 
parking  at  the  Civic  Center  is  the 
best  of  the  proposals.  We  propose 
to  increase  the  student  activity  fee 
$10.00  for  commuter  students. 
This  money  is  to  be  set  aside  for 
the  payment  of  the  buses.  Also,  ban 
all  parking  round  the  college  from  7 
a.m.  to  4  p.m.  If  a  car  is  found 
parked  in  a  no  parking  zone,  it  will 
be  towed  away  and  fined  $50.00 
for  the  towing  fee.  All  visitors  will 
check  with  the  security  office  and 
be  issued  a  special  parking  sticker. 

As  for  resident  students  who 
needed  a  car,  they  can  obtain  a 
resident  sticker  and  use  the  first 
parking  lots  on  North  Street. 
Resident  guests  could  also  use  those 
parking  lots  as  long  as  they  informed 
the  security  office.

d)  a  lack  of  adequate  commuter 
facilities, 

e)  segregation  on  the  part  of 
commuters  and  dormitory 
residents, 

f)  not  properly  utilizing  our 
weekly  All-College  periods  on 
Thursdays. 

g)  lack  of  facilities  for  physical 
and  social  activites. 

h)  lack  of  faculty  participation 
and  interest  in  student  activities. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that 
the  following  steps  be  taken  to 
correct  the  situation: 


Forest  fires  burn 
more  than  trees. 


a)  We  need  methods  of 
communication  other  than  the 
presently  over-crowded  bulletin 
boards.  We  suggest  that  some 
capable  person  be  appointed  to 
regulatethe  bulletin  boards,  so  that 
announcements  are  removed  when 
they  become  outdated.  We  also 
suggest  that  more  mimeographed 
notices  be  placed  in  the  student  and 
faculty  mailboxes. 


b)  Transportation,  such  as  busses, 
should  be  provided  for  those 
students  who  wish  to  go  to 
activities  that  are  held  away  from 
the  school.  Those  buses  should  be 
hired  by  the  organization 
sponsoring  the  activity.  A  nominal 
fee  may  be  charged  by  the 
sponsors. 


c)  more  activities  should  be  held 
during  the  day,  because  it  is 
difficult  for  the  large  percentage  of 
commuters  to  attend  those  that  are 
scheduled  later  in  the  evening. 


d)  some  sort  of  temporary 
facilities  must  be  found  for  the 
commuters,  while  work  on  the 
Student  Union  building  continues.

e)  Fitchburg  State  College  should 
have  an  "open"  lounge,  which  is 
not  restricted  to  just  commuters  or 
dorm  residents.  This  would 
facilitate  social  interaction  between 
the  now  segregated  groups. 

f)  Better  use  should  be  made  of 
our  All-College  period.  We  suggest 
that   the   various  departments  get 
together  to  sponsor  "mini-courses" 
such    as   typing,    first   aid,    basic 
automotive     mechanics     -    things 
which  are  of  use  to  the  students  in 
daily   living.  These  need  not,  and 
probably  should  not,  relate  directly 
to    courses    now    offered    at    the 
school.  Short  films  could  be  offered 
during     this     hour,     along     with 
numerous     other     enjoyment 
activities.  We  also  strongly  suggest 
persons  who  sponsor  activities 
during    All-College    period    should 
announce     their     plans     well     in 
advance  of   the  date. 


g)  We  suggest  that  the  Parkinson 
Gym  be  on  a  more  open  and 
flexible  schedule,  so  that  more 
students  will  be  able  to  use  it.  More 
emphasis  should  be  placed  on 
intramural  sports  which  should  be 
open  to  all  students.  We  also 
suggest  that  faculty-student  events 
be  held. 

h)  We  recommend'  that  the 
college  try  to  research  new  ways  of 
using  existing  campus  facilities  for 
social  events.  Possibly  the  college 
should  appropriate  money  for 
renovating  existing  facilities  or  for 
constructing  new  and  better  ones 

i)  the  faculty  should  be  enlisted 
to  aid  in  the  organization  of 
activities.

One  objective  of  this  year's 
conference  was  to  encourage 
active  audience  participation  by 
raising  many  issues  and 
suggesting  tentative  solutions  as 
they     relate     to     exceptional 


children  in  the  mainstream  of 
education.  The  program  gave 
emphasis  to  active  small  group 
seminars. 

After  the  opening  session  at 
Weston  Auditorium,  participants 
proceeded  to  the  McKay 
Campus  School  /Education 
Center,  where  sessions  were  held 
and  displays  and  exhibits  were 
able  to  be  observed.

Surplus  Food  Recipies  to  be 
printed  in  The  CYCLE 


Many  students  who  receive 
surplus  food  from  the 
government  don't  know  what  to 
do  with  it.  The  surplus  contains 
soy  macaroni,  flour,  mil,  egg 
mix,  butter,  rice,  and  corn 
syrup,  but  very  few  ready-to-eat 
or  canned  foods.  Any  student 
who  has  been  receiving  surplus 
food  for  very  long  will  learn  a 
few  practial  uses  of  this  food. 
One  of  the  most  common  is 
pancake  batter  from  a  cup  of 
flour,  a  cup  of  milk,  and  an 
^quivilent  of  one  egg  from  the 
egg     mix.     Add     some     maple 


flavoring  to  the  corn  syrup  and 
you  have  an  inexpensive  maple 
syrup,  too. 

Many  of  the  commuters  who 
receive  surplus  food  work  in 
addition  to  attending  school. 
They  don't  have  extra  time  to 
prepare  elaborate  meals  from 
scratch,  using  the  very  basic 
foods  they  are  given.  However, 
there  are  simple  recipes  that  are 
not  very  time  consuming.  The 
Cycle  will  be  printing  such 
recipes  using  surplus  foods.  We 
ask  students-to  contribute  their 
ideas,  also.
